Voted,  May  5, 1870.  Mr.  Amory  and  the  Secretary  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  publish  an  edition  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  with  a  list  of  the 
members,  and  the  addresses  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Boyle  and  Rev.  Dr.  Eliot,  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  society,  at  the  annual  meeting.

EPISCOPAL  CHARITABLE  SOCIETY. 


More  than  ten  years  having  elapsed  since  the  last 
Manual  of  the  Society  was  published,  the  trustees 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  another,  with  the  addi- 
tions since  to  our  numbers,  would  be  acceptable  to  their 
associates.  No  rule  has  been  adopted  for  their  appear- 
ance at  stated  intervals.  But  inasmuch  as  it  has  been 
the  practice  of  later  years  to  issue  them  at  decennial 
periods,  this  is  suggested  as  a  convenient  rule  for  the 
future  government  of  the  Society. 

The  earliest  known  publications  of  the  By-laws  is  in 
small  quarto,  and  though  bearing  no  date,  seems  to  have 
been  issued  soon  after  the  act  of  incorporation  in  1784. 
At  the  head  of  its  first  page  is  a  blank  certificate  of 
membership,  with  a  space  left  for  the  corporate  seal. 
This,  filled  up  with  the  name  of  the  member,  and 
with  the  seal  of  the  Society  attached,  was  presented 
to  him  on  his  election.  It  contained  eleven  by-laws; 
and  a  copy  belonging  to  the  Secretary,  the  certificate  of 
his  grandfather,  Mr.  George  Burroughs,  dated  1793, 
has  besides  in  manuscript  a  list  of  the  then  existing 
members. 

The  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Society  were  again 
printed  in  1805.  The  first  page  is  occupied  by  the 
certificate  of  election,  and  in  addition  to  the  by-laws, 
this  edition  contains  a  list  of  members  from  the  act  of 
incorporation  in  1784.  If  any  other  was  issued  during 
the  next  quarter  of  a  century,  no  copy  remains  in  posses- 
sion of  the  Society.     As  the  by-laws  were  revised  in 


1832,  it  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  they  were  at  that 
time  printed.  In  1840,  Dr.  Isaac  Boyle  read  before  the 
Society,  at  its  annual  meeting,  his  interesting  historical 
memoir,  which  was  published  by  itself.  In  1851,  the 
original  constitution  of  1724,  the  act  of  incorporation  of 
1784,  with  the  by-laws  established  in  1832,  were  pub- 
lished, and  to  these  was  annexed  a  roll  of  members 
from  the  earliest  institution  of  the  Society.  In  18(50, 
our  latest  manual  was  issued.  Its  contents  were  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  edition,  with  the  accession  of 
members  to  that  date  ;  an  additional  act,  passed  in  1853, 
authorizing  the  increase  of  our  fund  —  the  income  of  Avhich 
had  been  limited,  in  1784,  to  nine  hundred  pounds —  to 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  also  Dr.  Boyle's 
memoir. 

The  manual  which  we  now  present  to  the  Society 
embraces,  besides  the  matter  contained  in  that  of  1860, 
with  corrections  down  to  the  present  time  from  the 
records,  the  eloquent  address  of  Dr.  Samuel  Eliot, 
delivered  after  appropriate  service  in  Trinity  Church, 
Easter  Tuesday,  186).  It  exhibits  a  few  slight  amend- 
ments of  the  by-laws,  the  most  important  of  which  is  the 
change  of  the  annual  assessment  from  five  to  ten  dollars, 
and  of  that  for  life  membership  from  fifty  to  one  hun- 
dred. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  a  few  other  alterations  in 
the  by-laws,  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  adopted. 
In  the  edition  of  1805,  in  the  second  rule,  the  benefits  of 
the  charity  are  confined  to  persons  resident  in  Boston, 
unless  they  are  members,  or  belong  to  the  families  of 
members.  The  third  provides  that  persons  not  resident 
may  be  members,  but  that  such  members  shall  not  exceed 
one  quarter  part  of  the  whole.  In  the  revision  of  1832, 
printed  in  1851,  it  is  provided  that  aid  may  be  extended 
to  members  and  their  families,  —  to  the  widows  and 
minor  children  of  persons  who   shall  have  been  minis- 


ters  of  an  Episcopal  church  within  this  Commonwealth, 
and  to  persons  who  belong  to  the  Episcopal  church, 
and  are  or  have  been  inhabitants  of  Boston.  Besides 
the  annual  meeting  on  Easter  Tuesday,  three  quarterly 
meetings  were  originally  held  of  the  Society ;  but  these 
were  discontinued  under  the  revision.  By  the  eleventh 
rule  in  1805,  females  were  made  eligible  to  member- 
ship ;  and  though  no  such  provision  is  found  in  the  re- 
vised by-laws,  they  are  presumed  to  be  comprehended 
in  the  general  term  oi  persons. 

Inconvenience  having  been  at  times  experienced  from 
neglect  to  pay  promptly  the  annual  assessments,  a  rule 
was  adopted  at  our  late  annual  meeting,  that  any  one 
who  shall  not  have  paid  his  dues  for  three  successive 
years,  shall  no  longer  be  considered  a  member  of  the 
Society.  This  was  a  revival,  with  some  slight  modifica- 
tion, of  an  old  by-law  in  existence  certainly  as  early 
as  1793,  but  which  does  not  appear  int  he  by-laws  as 
revised  in   1832,  and  printed  in  1851. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  adopted,  the  past  year,  a 
blank  form  of  application,  such  as  is  used,  for  similar 
purposes,  by  some  other  charitable  societies.  When 
filled  up  with  all  particulars  that  constitute  the  claim  for 
relief,  the  scroll  will  be  filed,  the  disposition  made  of  the 
case  being  indorsed  upon  it.  Should  any  change  be 
made  in  the  amount  jf  allowance,  either  permanently  or 
by  extra  grant,  it  should  be  minuted  on  the  paper,  as 
well  as  any  other  information  it  may  be  useful  to  preserve 
or  transmit  for  the  government  of  those  that  follow 
us.  Thus  the  full  history  of  each  case  will  be  recorded  ; 
and  whenever  any  further  action  is  proposed,  means  will 
be  at  hand  to  determine  its  expediency,  and  the  labors  of 
the  committee  be  greatly  facilitated.  The  rule  has  also 
been  adopted  of  entering  on  the  records  applications  pre- 
sented when  the  list  is  already  too  full  for  their  imme- 
diate  consideration.     If  meritorious,  they  can  thus   be 
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passed  upon,  in  their  order,  when  vacancies  occur,  or 
the  improved  condition  of  our  resources  warrant  their 
allowance,  without  the  delay  of  renewed  application 
or  reference. 

With  the  exception  of  these  changes  in  the  by-laws 
and  mode  of  procedure,  little  can  be  added  to  the  memoir 
of  Dr.  Boyle,  as  to  the  past  history  of  the  Society. 
It  is  believed,  with  one  exception,  —  that  of  the  Scots 
Charitable,  established  in  1657, —  ours  is  the  most  ancient 
charitable  foundation  in  New  England.  Its  earliest  re- 
cords  have  disappeared.  In  1791,  an  order  was  passed, 
appointing  a  committee  to  ascertain  who  had  been  mem- 
bers, and  the  list  reported  indicates  that  it  was  partially 
made  up  from  tradition,  and  not  exclusively  from  records. 
Probably,  in  the  confusion  attending  the  war  for  national 
independence,  our  earliest  volumes  were  lost.  It  has 
been  stated,  however,  that  when  Dr.  Boyle,  in  1840,  was 
preparing  his  memoir,  there  existed  at  least  one  of  them, 
since  mislaid,  and  not  now  to  be  found.  This  may  yet 
be  discovered,  and,  if  so,  should  be  restored  to  the  keep- 
ing of  the  officers  of  the  Society.  Our  earliest  records 
now  only  date  back  to  1788. 

The  act  of  incorporation  prescribes  that  the  number 
of  members  shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  one 
hundred.  No  such  limit  seems  to  have  been  adopted 
in  the  original  constitution.  The  number  admitted  in 
1724,  if  we  consider  the  list  published  in  1851  as  relia- 
ble, was  eighty-three.  To  these  were  added  sixty-five 
in  1725.  The  roll  of  past  and  present  members  in  1840 
numbered  five  hundred  and  fifty-two,  the  existing  mem- 
bers being  then  sixty.  The  roll  in  1860  comprised  six 
hundred  and  ninety  names,  since  which  time  forty-two 
have  been  added,  making  an  aggregate  of  seven  hundred 
and  thirty-two. 

Of  the  earlier  members,  the  names  of  many  have 
disappeared  from  amongst  us,  or  remain  only  associated

with  tradition  or  attached  to  localities  that  bear  them. 
Of  John  Jekyll,  the  first  treasurer,  nothing  is  known. 
Mr.  George  Cradock,  one  of  the  first  board  of  trustees, 
was  probably  a  descendant  of  the  brother  of  Governor 
Cradock,  the    first  governor    under  the    Massachusetts 
charter,  before  it  was  transferred  to  this  side  the  ocean. 
Robert  Auchmuty  was  a  distinguished  lawyer,  and  pro- 
genitor of   a  family  honorably  connected  in  provincial 
days  with   that  profession.      Mr.   Thomas   Greaves,  of 
Charlestown,  was  one  of  the  judges.     Even  less  is  known 
of  their  associates,  John  Barnes,  Henry  Frauklyn,  and 
James  Sterling;.     Anions;  the  other  members,  the  names 
of  Blount,    Lechmere,   Byfield   Lyde,   Mascarene,  and 
many  more,  then  and  later  familiarly  associated  with 
provincial  annals,  are  now  little  remembered  except  by 
antiquarians.     There  are  others  which  constantly  recur, 
even  twenty  being  found  of  one  family  name,  and  seven- 
teen of  another,  each  successive  generation,  for  three  or 
four,  being  represented. 

When  the  society  was  first  formed,  there  were  but 
two  Episcopal  parishes  in  Boston,  —  King's  Chapel, 
founded  in  1686,  and  Christ's  Church,  in  Salem  Street, 
in  1722.  These  were  soon  followed  by  Trinity,  conse- 
crated in  1734.  The  dislike  to  all  religious  forms,  and 
bias  in  favor  of  Congregationalism,  were  not  encouraging; 
to  the  growth  of  the  English  Church  in  the  province ; 
but  this  prejudice  in  time  yielded  to  more  liberal  views, 
and  the  three  Boston  churches  were  well  supported  and 
generously  endowed,  whilst  others  were  established  in 
the  neighboring  towns.  Our  society  kept  pace  with  the 
churches  in  prosperity,  and  the  usage,  long  maintained 
uninterruptedly,  of  its  members  meeting  and  partaking 
together  of  a  modest  banquet  on  Easter  Tuesday,  tended 
to  promote  good  fellowship  amongst  themselves,  and 
afforded  opportunity  for  consultation  and  cooperation  in 
all  matters  of  general  interest  to  their  several  parishes. 
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Onr  means  have  been  steadily  increasing,  till  now  our 
funds  amount  in  value  to  sixty-six  thousand  dollars, 
—  the  income  this  year  being  over  four  thousand. 
The  sum  annually  distributed  is  about  forty-five  hundred. 
Care  is  taken  to  enlarge  the  amount  of  the  fund,  not  only 
by  the  annual  payments  of  the  members  and  their  life 
subscriptions,  but  by  some  slight  reserve  from  the  income. 
Our  beneficiaries  number  ninety-three,  sixty-two  of  whom 
are  on  the  quarterly  list,  and  thirty-one  on  the  monthly. 
They  belong  generally  to  the  several  city  parishes,  a  few, 
however,  being  connected  with  those  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. There  are  only  eleven  aided  who  are  descended 
from  members,  or  belong  to  their  families,  and  the 
aggregate  of  what  is  annually  allowed  them  is  only  a 
fourth  of  the  whole  amount  disbursed.  In  consequence 
of  a  growing  impression  that  the  latter  class  were  entitled 
to  a  larger  proportion  of  the  income,  the  subject  was 
referred,  in  1866,  to  a  committee,  who  reported  that  in 
accordance  with  the  traditions  and  rules  of  the  founda- 
tion, it  seemed  eminently  proper  to  discriminate  in  some 
measure  in  their  favor.  Their  report  was  accepted  and 
its  recommendations  adopted. 

The  intent  and  object  of  the  charity,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  condition  of  those  who  founded  it,  seem 
clearly  to  have  been  to  extend  relief  to  such  persons,  its 
members,  or  others  whom  its  board  of  trustees  see  fit  to  as- 
sist, who  from  the  vicissitudes  of  life  have  become  reduced 
from  competence,  or,  to  use  the  familiar  expression,  have 
seen  better  days.  There  exists  in  every  large  commu- 
nity a  class  who  shrink  from  dependence  on  the  public  or 
on  individual  charity,  and  who  should  not  be  compelled  by 
their  necessities  to  aecept  aid  in  a  way  to  attract  attention. 
Our  present  resources  do  not  warrant  full  support  to  any 
one ,  but  the  stipends  granted  make  all  the  difference  to  many 
between  an  existence  of  suffering  and  humiliation  and  one 
of  comparative  comfort   and  content.     We    cannot  too 
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highly  appreciate  the  wise  forethought  and  sense  of  re- 
ligious obligation  prompting  the  foundation  of  a  charity 
which  has  already  contributed  so  bountifully  to  the  wants 
of  that  estimable  class  of  persons  for  whom  they  were 
providing,  and  which  is  destined  to  pursue  its  errand  of 
charity  to  generations  far  removed. 

As  the  institution  is  one  which  commends  itself  to  all 
members  of  our  church,  we  may  be  permitted  to  express 
our  regret  that  it  is  not  more  frequently  remembered  in 
testamentary  bequests.  Certainly  the  kindly  disposed 
can  find  no  object  more  deserving  of  their  beneficence 
than  the  relief  of  aged  and  excellent  ladies,  such  as  for 
the  most  part  constitute  our  beneficiaries.  We  are  not 
unmindful  of  the  generous  legacies  of  Mrs.  Maverick, 
Mrs.  Howard,  and  Mrs.  Sprague,  or  the  benevolent  inten- 
tions of  Mrs.  Waters,  who,  in  1803,  devised  Apple  Island 
to  the  Society  for  the  benefit  of  persons  born  abroad, 
but  from  whose  devise  nothing  was  realized.  Our  means 
of  usefulness  have  of  late  been  less  frequently  enlarged 
from  this  source  than  might  have  been  reasonably 
anticipated,  had  the  good  we  were  doing  —  or  what  we 
might  have  done,  had  our  income  been  larger — been 
known. 

No  extraordinary  event  affecting  the  progress  or  pros- 
perity of  the  Society  has  occurred  during  the  last  decade. 
The  old  usage  of  dining  together  on  Easter  Tuesday, 
which  for  many  years  had  been  intermitted,  has  been 
occasionally  resumed.  A  festal  entertainment  in  1863, 
at  Young's  Coffee  House,  in  Cornhill  Square,  was  largely 
attended,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  present ;  and 
in  1866,  after  Dr.  Eliot's  address,  another  at  the  Union 
Club  House.  The  present  year,  twenty-one  members 
and  others,  seven  of  them  of  the  clergy,  dined  together 
at  the  Parker  House,  in  School  Street,  after  the  annual 
meeting.  Among  those  present  was  Mr.  Joseph 
Head,    who    has    belonged    to    the    Society   sixty-one 
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years.  The  pleasure  experienced  by  all  of  us  who 
attended  on  this  as  well  as  on  the  two  previous  occasions 
alluded  to,  testified  to  the  good  sense  of  our  prede- 
cessors in  instituting  a  custom  conducive  to  good  humor 
and  Christian  fellowship. 

In  closing  this  brief  review  of  the  last  ten  years,  we 
cannot  but  allude  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Society  in 
the  decease  of  its  late  venerated  and  much-beloved  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Henry  Burroughs.  His  long  and  honored 
career  was  brought  to  a  close  Nov.  8,  1870.  It  is  not  per- 
haps for  us  to  express  our  sense  of  his  amiable  character, 
or  even  of  the  services  which  he  rendered  to  the  Society, 
by  his  faithful  devotion  to  its  interests,  and  the  courtesy 
and  kindness  with  which  he  presided  over  our  delibera- 
tions. But  he  had  been  too  long  an  object  of  affectionate 
reverence  to  his  associates,  as  well  as  to  the  community,  to 
be  speedily  forgotten.  It  would  have  been  an  injustice  to 
the  future  and  to  our  successors  had  we  not  left  on  record 
our  appreciation  of  one  so  estimable,  who,  for  ten  years, 
had  been  our  presiding  officer.  He  had  far  advanced  in 
years  before  his  natural  vigor  had  abated,  and  when  at 
length  overtaken  by  infirmity,  it  was  merely  physical. 
His  mind  never  lost  its  brightness,  nor  his  heart  its 
warmth  ;  and  if  ever  soul  was  ripe  for  that  heavenly  com- 
munion prepared  for  the  righteous,  it  was  his.  When  he 
died,  a  fitting  tribute  of  respect  to  his  memory,  on  motion 
of  his  successor,  was  placed  upon  the  records  of  the 
board  of  trustees  ;  and  at  the  late  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  :  — 

That  in  deploring  the  loss  of  our  late  revered  President,  and  ren- 
dering tribute  to  the  assiduous  devotion  with  which  he  so  long 
watched  over  the  interests  of  the  society,  we  gladly  record  our  sense 
of  the  simple  and  unaffected  exemplification  of  Christian  character 
that  endeared  him  to  his  associates  and  the  wide  circle  of  friends 
who  loved  him.  Each  successive  year  of  his  long  and  honored  life 
but  more  preeminently  fitted  him  for  that  home  whose  lustre  shone 
around  him  with  increasing  glow  as  he  approached  and  entered  its  gates. 
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ON   EASTER,  MONDAY,  APRIL  6th,  A.  D.  1724. 


Whereas  it  often  happens,  that  many  persons,  from 
being  in  Good  Circumstances,  are  Reduced  (by  the 
Providence  of  God)  to  so  great  Necessities  as  to  need 
Charity :  And  whereas  we  are  seldom  without  real 
Objects  of  Charity  belonging  to  that  truly  Apostolick 
Church  of  England  in  which  this  Great  Duty  is  so  Ear- 
nestly Eecommended,  and  in  which  it  is  so  much  Prac- 
tised :  We,  whose  names  are  underwritten,  do  hereby 
Agree  to  pay  Yearly,  at  four  equal  payments  (during 
pleasure)  the  Several  Sums  of  Money  over  against  our 
Names  respectively  subscribed,  for  the  Setting  up  a 
Charitable  Society  in  the  Town  of  Boston  in  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  for  the  Relief  of  Such,  in  a  special  manner, 
as  become  Members  of  this  Society,  and  Afterwards 
are  Suitable  Objects  of  it ;  and  Such  others  (provided 
they  belong  to  the  Church  of  England)  that  the  Society 
shall  be  inclined  to. 


ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


An  Act  for  incorporating  certain  persons  therein  named 
into  a  Society,  by  the  name  of  the  BOSTON  EPIS- 
COPAL CHARITABLE  SOCIETY. 

Whereas  a  number  of  persons,  members  of  the  Episco- 
pal Church,  did,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  twenty-four,  in  the  town  of  Boston,  form  themselves 
into  a  Society  for  charitable  purposes,  which  Society, 
still  continuing,  have  raised  a  very  considerable  stock, 
out  of  which  they  have  from  time  to  time  contributed  to 
the  laudable  purposes  aforesaid ;  and  the  persons  so 
associated,  finding  themselves  under  difficulties  for  want 
of  an  incorporation,  and  having  petitioned  this  Court 
for  an  Act  remedial  of  such  difficulties  ;  and  the  inten- 
tions of  the  said  persons  appearing  to  this  Court  deserv- 
ing encouragement : 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  John  Rowe, 
Stephen  Greenleaf,  Ralph  Inman,  Daniel  Hubbard,  John 
Cutler,  Richard  Green,  John  Haskins,  Benjamin  Greene, 
Nathaniel  Greene,  Joseph  Greene,  Thomas  Ivers,  James 
Perkins,  Reverend  Samuel  Parker,  Thomas  Kast,  John 
Aruory,  junior,  William  Turner,  Oliver  Smith,  Samuel 
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Dunn,  junior,  William  Tudor,  James  Lloyd,  Thomas 
Amoiy,  George  Lush,  Jabez  Hatch,  James  Freeman, 
Samuel  Wallis,  Joseph  Head,  and  Samuel  Smith,  the 
members  of  the  said  Society,  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
incorporated,  and  made  a  body  politic,  for  the  aforesaid 
purposes,  by  the  name  of  the  Boston  Episcopal  Chari- 
table Society,  and  that  they,  their  associates  and  succes- 
sors, have  perpetual  succession  by  the  same  name,  and 
have  power  to  make  by-laws,  for  the  preservation  and 
advancement  of  the  said  Society,  not  repugnant  to  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  penalties  either  of 
disfranchisement  from  the  said  Society,  or  of  a  mulct 
not  exceeding  twenty  shillings,  or  without  penalties,  as 
shall  seem  most  meet. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said 
Boston  Episcopal  Charitable  Society  be,  and  they  hereby 
are,  authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  appoint,  and 
have  a  common  seal ;  and  are  hereby  made  liable  to  be 
sued  and  enabled  to  sue  and  defend  in  their  said  corpo- 
rate capacity,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  record  or  other 
courts  of  law  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  are  hereby 
licensed  and  empowered  to  make  purchases,  and  to 
receive  grants  and  donations  of  real  and  personal  estate, 
and  to  hold  the  same  for  the  charitable  purposes  afore- 
said, provided  the  rents  of  the  real  estate,  together  with 
the  interest  of  the  personal  estate,  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  nine  hundred  pounds,  and  to  manage  and  dispose 
of  such  estates  as  to  the  said  corporation,  shall  appear  fit. 

Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority 
aforesaid,  That  the  said  Society  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
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invested  with  full  power  and  authority  to  assemble  on 
any  one  Tuesday  in  either  of  the  months  of  March  or 
April  next,  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  six  Trustees,  together 
with  such  other  officers  as  by  them  shall  be  adjudged  suit- 
able, and  to  appoint  their  common  seal,  and  to  make  by- 
laws within  the  restrictions  aforesaid  ;  and  the  said  officers 
so  appointed  shall  continue  until  others  shall  be  appoint- 
ed in  their  room.  And  the  said  Society  shall  meet  on 
any  one  Tuesday  in  either  of  the  months  of  March  or 
April,  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time,  or  at  any 
time,  agree,  annually,  afterwards,  at  Boston,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  choosing  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer, 
and  six  Trustees,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall 
think  proper  ;  and  to  make,  alter,  or  annul  their  by-laws. 
And  if,  by  reason  of  any  emergency,  the  business  of  this 
annual  assembly  cannot  be  completed  on  the  said  day, 
they  may  adjourn  once  to  a  short  day  to  finish  it,  and  no 
more  ;  and  the  said  Society  may  assemble  as  often  as  they 
may  agree  on,  for  transacting  all  other  business.  And 
whenever  any  of  the  officers  of  the  said  Society  shall  die, 
or  be  disabled,  or  remove  out  of  this  State,  the  members 
of  the  said  Society  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered, 
at  their  next  meeting,  to  elect  and  appoint  others  in  the 
room  of  the  officers  so  removed.  And  all  instruments 
which  the  said  Society  shall  lawfully  make  and  execute, 
shall,  when  in  the  name  of  the  said  Society,  and  pursuant 
to  the  rules  thereof,  being  signed  and  delivered  by  the 
President,  Vice-President,  or  Treasurer,  or  such  other 
person  as  the  said  Society  shall  appoint,  and  sealed  with 
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their  common  seal,  bind  the  said  Society,  and  be  valid  in 
law. 

Sect.  4.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  further  enacted, 
That  the  members  of  the  said  Society  shall  at  no  time 
exceed  the  number  of  one  hundred.  And  the  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  give  a  charter  of  incorporation,  under  the  seal  of 
the  Commonwealth,  to  the  afore-mentioned  persons  and 
their  associates  accordingly. 

Sect.  5.  Provided  also,  That  nothing  contained  in 
this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  implying  any  degree  of 
subjection  of  the  Society  by  this  Act  incorporated,  or  of 
any  other  society  in  this  Commonwealth,  to  any  foreign 
potentate,  prelate,  or  jurisdiction  whatsoever. 

[This  Act  passed  February  12,  1784.] 


ADDITIONAL  ACT, 

Passed  May  4th,  1853.

In  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Act  incorporating  the  BOSTON 
EPISCOPAL   CHARITABLE   SOCIETY. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  The  Boston  Episcopal  Charitable  Society, 
incorporated  on  the  12th  day  of  February,  in  the  year 
seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  hold,  for  the  charitable  purposes  men- 
tioned in  their  Act  of  Incorporation,  personal  estate  to 
the  amount  and  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 


Boston:  dBprsropal  dt^aritable  JJwatig. 


I.  The  aid  of  this  institution  shall  be  granted  only  for 
the  relief  of  persons  who  are  or  have  been  members  of 
the  Society,  and  their  families,  the  widows  and  minor 
children  of  persons  who  at  the  time-  of  their  decease  shall 
have  been  ministers  of  an  Episcopal  Church  within  this 
Commonwealth,  and  of  persons  who  belong  to  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church,  and  are  or  shall  have  been  in- 
habitants of  the  city  of  Boston. 

II.  All  persons  admitted  to  become  members  of  the 
Society  shall,  at  the  time  of  their  admission,  belong  to 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  be  resident  in  the 
city  of  Boston :  Provided,  however,  that  Episcopalians 
not  resident  in  said  city  may  be  admitted  members  until 
the  number  of  such  non-residents  shall  equal  one-fourth 
part  of  the  whole  number  of  members,  and  that  no  non- 
resident member  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Trustee,  Treasurer,  or  Secretary- 
Ill.     The  request  of  all  persons  desirous  to  become 

members  of  this  Society  shall  be  made  to  the  Trustees, 
and  by  them  be  reported  to  the  Society,  at  their  next  meet- 
ing ;  and  if  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  such 
meeting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  receiving  the  applicant,  he 
or  she  shall  be  admitted  a  member.

IV.  On  admission,  each  member  shall  subscribe  at 
least  ten  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  at  or  before  the 
annual  meeting.  If  any  member  shall  pay  one  hundred 
dollars  in  one  sum,  or  for  the  term  of  twenty  years  shall 
pay  his  or  her  annual  subscription,  such  member  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  life-member,  and  at  his  or  her  option  shall 
be  exempt  from  all  additional  or  further  contribution  to 
the  funds  of  the  Society. 

V.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  holden  on  Tuesday 
in  Easter  week,  at  such  hour  and  in  such  place  within 
the  city  of  Boston  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint. 
And,  in  addition  to  the  officers  named  in  the  Act  of  In- 
corporation, there  shall  be  a  Secretary  chosen.  The  of- 
ficers of  the  Society  shall  always  meet  and  act  together 
as  one  board.  No  business  shall  at  this  meeting  be  con- 
sidered or  acted  upon,  until  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, or  three  of  the  Trustees  be  present ;  and  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  (absent  members 
having  a  right  to  vote  by  proxy  if  the  substitute  be  a 
member  of  the  Society)  shall  decide  all  matters  and 
questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  abrogation  of 
these  or  any  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Society,  in  which  case 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  represented  shall 
concur.  There  shall  be  no  other  meeting  of  the  Society, 
except  one  shall  be  specially  called  as  hereinafter  is  pro- 
vided. At  the  annual  meeting,  a  list  of  all  persous  re- 
ceiving aid  from  this  Society  shall  be  exhibited  by  the 
Secretary. 

VI.  The  care  of  the  funds  and  distribution  of  the 
charities  of  the  Society  shall  be  committed  exclusively 
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to  the  Board  of  Trustees  ;  who  shall  have  power,  when- 
ever they  think  proper,  to  invest  any  portion  of  surplus 
income  as  capital  during  their  pleasure,  and  they  may, 
as  occasion  shall  require,  resume  said  additional  capital, 
and  distribute  it  as  income.  But  all  yearly  and  life  sub- 
scriptions, donations,  and  legacies  shall  be  added  to  the 
principal  stock,  which  shall  be  invested  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage, and  the  accruing  interest  only  distributed  at 
their  discretion. 

VII.  Bond,  with  a  sufficient  surety,  shall  be  given 
by  the  Treasurer  when  the  Trustees  require  before  he 
commences  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
conditioned  to  render  just  and  true  accounts  when 
thereto  required  by  the  Trustees  or  the  Society,  to  ac- 
count for  and  deliver  up  to  any  person  or  persons 
appointed  to  receive  the  same  all  such  property,  effects, 
and  evidences  of  debt,  as  shall  have  been  entrusted  to 
his  keeping,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  his 
office  with  fidelity  and  skill. 

VIII.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Trustees,  and  shall  keep  fair  and 
true  records  of  their  doings  respectively,  in  a  book  or 
books  to  be  always  open  for  the  inspection  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Society. 

IX.  The  expenses  caused  by  the  meetings  of  the 
Society  shall  be  borne  by  the  male  members,  and  each 
shall  pay  a  proportionable  part  thereof  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

X.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  each   month,  in  the  City  of  Boston ;  and 
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shall  have  authority  to  distribute  to  the  objects  of  this 
charity  such  sums  as  they  may  think  proper,  not  exceed- 
ing forty  dollars  at  one  time  to  any  one  person.  And 
they  may  till  all  vacancies  which  shall  occur  in  said 
board  during  the  year.  And  the  President,  or  any  three 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  have  authority  to  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Trustees,  or  to  convene  the 
whole  Society  upon  any  special  business  in  which  this 
charity  may  be  interested,  giving  not  less  than  seven 
days'  notice  of  said  meeting  of  the  Society. 

XI.  Money  belonging  to  the  Society  shall  be  loaned 
to  individuals  only  upon  having  two  sufficient  sureties ; 
or  collateral  security  by  way  of  mortgage  upon  real 
estate  situate  in  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  pledge  of 
public  stock,  at  a  safe  rate,  not  exceeding  their  par 
value.  And  the  Treasurer  shall,  by  suit  or  otherwise, 
use  his  best  endeavors  to  obtain  additional  security  for 
the  payment  of  any  and  all  debt  or  debts  which  shall  not 
be  duly  paid,  when  by  the  contract  the}  become 
payable . 

XII.  No  member  of  this  Society  shall,  either  as  prin- 
cipal or  surety,  become  a  debtor  to  the  Society  for  a  loan 
of  any  of  its  funds  or  effects,  nor  shall  any  money  dealings 
or  transactions  be  had  with  any  member. 

XIII.  Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
upon  paying  such  amount  as  shall  be  owing  for  his  or 
her  subscription,  and  giving  a  written  notice  of  his  or  her 
wish  to  cease  to  be  a  member  to  the  Secretary  for  the 
time  being. 

XIV.  The  financial  year  of  this  Society  shall  com- 
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mence  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  in  each  year,  and 
terminate  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  in  the  follow- 
ing year. 

XV.  Any  member  who  shall  not  have  paid  his  dues 
for  three  successive  years,  shall  be  considered  as  no 
longer  belonging  to  the  Society.

*  In  one  of  a  6eries  of  pocket  memorandum-books  still  preserved  that  belonged 
to  Mr.  Amory,  is  found  this  entry,  "6  October.  1726;  found  a  Spanish  pistole  at 
Thomas  Belby's  Coffee  House,  gave  it  to  the  Church  Society."  His  grandfather  was 
named  Robert,  and  he  had  an  uncle  and  brother  of  the  same  name,  but  they  were  all 
dead  many  years  before  1726.  He  intended  to  name  one  of  his  eons  Robert,  and  pos- 
sibly may  have  done  so,  but  if  he  did  the  child  died  in  infancy. 

Mr.  Amory,  from  1709  to  1719,  resided  at  the  Azores,  where  he  was  consul.  His 
father,  who  held  from  the  King  tho  office  of  Advocate-General  of  South  Carolina, 
from  its  proprietors  that  of  treasurer,  and  was  speaker  of  its  House  of  Assembly,  died 
in  16'JS  at  Charleston,  when  his  son,  Thomas,  whom  he  had  sent  home  to  England  for 
education,  was  at  Westminster  School.  The  son  soon  afterwards  entered  a  counting- 
house  in  London,  and  being  sent  to  the  Western  Islands  on  commercial  business, 
established  himself  there  as  a  merchant.  In  1719  he  came  over  to  America,  to  visit 
his  sister,  who  was  married  in  Carolina,  and  to  settle  the  estate  which  his  father  had 
left  there.  After  travelling  over  the  continent,  he  married,  and  established  himself  in 
Boston  as  a  merchant,  on  Long  Wharf.  He  was  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  the 
Society  in  1724,  of  which  over  twenty  of  his  descendents  —  sixteen  of  them  of  his 
own  name  —  have  since  been  members. 

How  the  mistake  as  to  the  name,  now  corrected,  originated,  can  be  conjectured  and 
explained  by  the  supposition  that  Dr.  Boyle  depended  on  extracts  from  the  records 
erroneously  made,  or  that  upon  inquiry  he  was  incorrectly  informed  ;  but  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  ''Robert"  is  an  error  that  could  not  have  existed  in  any  original 
record,  and  should  now  be  set  right.
